They weren't a very cheerlul 
collection of {nfants when I saw 
them in their rows — of little 
wooden cots and although I 
tried very hard I didn't clicit a 
smile from & single baby.

They are under the supervision 
of a qualificd nurse and are 
looked after by several young 
girls who obviously love doing 
so, some of whom used to be 
members of the Home themselves.
